huge ba lloon wa s set off by electricity . 
Ten minutes la ter the dy na mite ta ils 
of the kite were set off by the sa me 
mea ns. 
La st of a ll the powder wa s 
touched off. 
In ten minutes the 
ba rometer fell ra pidly a nd a ra instorm 
of six hou rs followed. The explosions 
were hea rd forty miles a wa y a nd 
ma de a noise like a rtillery . The ra in 
covered a n estima ted a rea of 1,000 
squa re miles, a nd the cost of it is put 
a t one a nd one-ha lf cents per a cre— 
dirt chea p. Still until further experi­ 
ments prove bey ond a doubt tha t the 
explosion brought the ra in, there will 
linger in most minds the question, 
“ Would it not ha ve ra ined a ny wa y ?” 
If the explosions did rea lly crea te the 
refreshing showers, however, then 
they ma rk the beginning of a n era , in 
civilza tion, a nd constitute a n a cbeive- 
meut no less grea t tha n the invention 
of the stea m engine.—Buffa lo J ourna l.

Artificial Ham Storms. 
“We can flood this country at an 
hour’s notice,” is what the United 
Stab's government rain-makers claim. 
They claim it exultingly. 
If they 
can, there need never be any more 
drought or failure of crops anywhere. 
Well, it is no longer safe to say that 
anything is impossible. It was near 
Midland, Texas, in a district where 
ruin is unusual at this time of year, 
that the experimenters got in their 
work. 
It was accomplished by a 
large balloon filled with explosives, a 
large number of kites having their 
tails loaded with dynamite and many 
charges of powder were scattered in 
various directions over the ground 
upon an area of two miles. First the 
huge balloon was set off by electricity. 
Ten minutes later the dynamite tails 
of the kite were set off by the same 
means. Last of all the powder was 
touched off. 
In ten minutes the 
barometer fell rapidly and a rainstorm 
of six hours followed. The explosions 
were heard forty miles away and 
made a noise like artillery. The rain 
covered an estimated area of 1,000 
square miles, and the cost of it is put 
at one and one-h&lf cents per acre— 
dirt cheap. Still until further experi­ 
ments prove beyond a doubt that the 
explosion brought the rain, there will 
linger in most minds the question, 
“Would it not have rained anyway?” 
If the explosions did really create the 
refreshing showers, however, then 
they mark the beginning of an era, in 
civilzation, and constitute an acbeive- 
ment no less great than the invention 
of the steam engine.—Buffalo Journal.

Good oats are clean, 
hard, dry, 
sweet, heavy, plump, full of Hour, and 
rattle like shot 
They have a clean 
and almost metallic luster. 
Each oat 
in a well-grown sample is nearly all 
the same size. 
There are but few 
small or imperfect grains. 
The hard 
pressure of the nail on an oat should 
ieave little or no mark. 
The kernel 
when pressed between the teeth should 
clip rather than tear. The skin should 
be thin. 
The size of the kernel will 
be less in proportion this the skin is 
thick, 
The color of the oat is nqt 
very material, 
but white oats are 
generally thinner in the skin than 
black. 
Again, black oats will grow 
on inferior soils. 
Short, plump oats 
are preferable to large, 
long grains, 
Bearded oats must have an excesas of 
husk. 
Oats are not necessarily bad 
because they are thick-skinned 
or 
bearded, but they must contain a lest 
amount of flour per bushel than thin- 
skinned oats without beards.

His father was a stern 
man, who placed military drill and 
knowledge above everything else, and 
when the young man manifested a 
liking for literature and music the 
old monarch’s rage was excessive. His 
oonduct toward his son became so 
harsh that the Queen arranged for 
the 
boy's secret flight to England. 
Two lieutenants were to accompany 
him. 
The King discovered the plan 
just after the party had left and sent 
soldiers after them. 
Young Freder­ 
ick and one of his companions were 
captured, 
but 
the other escaped, 
owing to the fleetness of his horse. 
The prisoners were brought back to 
Potsdam, 
handcuffed 
like common 
criminals, and thrown into separate 
dungeons. 
A sister of Frederick, who 
ventured to remonstrate was thrown 
from a window. 
The King resolved 
that his son should be executed. “He 
will 
always 
be 
a 
disobedi­ 
ent 
subject, 
he 
argued, 
“and I have three other boys who are 
more than his equals.” 
The young 
man’s life was saved through the 
intercession of Charles VL, Emperor 
of Austria, but the lieutenant who 
bad been captured was executed be­ 
fore the window of the room in which 
the Prince was confined.

that he could not send his son to the 
gallows, the brutal old King had him 
sent to the fortress of Austria, 
where 
he was to be imprisoned for life. 
He

allowed to see no one, and having no

can came tearing along on a ho rse. 
He said old Chief C’achisehad attacked 
Sevadras ranch with a large force.

Pegged out on 
the ground were the dead bodies of 
four Mexican women stripj>ed naked. 
The Apaches had disemboweled them 
while they were still living, and had 
thrust lances through their heart* 
when they heard 
us approaching. 
Near by were the bodies of two little 
children 
whose 
heads had been 
smashed to a jelly against the log by 
the side of which their bodies were 
lying. 
The only living person about the 
ranch w ^ Sevadra, who had been tor­ 
tured in Hie worst way by the savages. 
He had always been good to them. and 
they knew he was a brave man, but 
the devils shot an arrow through his 
kidneys in order that he might die a 
lingering death. 
He lived in terrible 
agony for two days. 
His wife was 
the only one about the ranch who 
escaped. 
.She concealed herself, and 
was missed by the Indians when they 
ransacked the place. 
These Apaches 
were never punished for this or any 
other of their outrages in Arizona for 
twenty years. 
The squaws did the 
most of the worst torture and mutila­ 
tion, and deserve no mercy when cap­ 
tured, 
although 
their sex 
always 
served them when surprised by tho 
regular troops.

A PETRfFlED HORSE. 


The 
Unique Curiosity 
Recently 
Found In India n Territory. 
There was recently taken from a 
» mall creek near Stringtown, I. T., a 
jenuine curiosity in the shap e of a 
p etrified horse, which had, beyond 
io ubt, been lying in the bed of the 
stream for m any years. 
The creek, 
which is known as Masonic ford, has 
been dwindling aw ay for some time, 
awing to the failure of the sp rings by 
whicy it is fed and is now but a shal­ 
low rivulet, and a num ber of Indian 
relics, hum an bones, etc., hav e been 
taken from its bed. 
The horse was nearly covered by a 
dep osit of sand and loose limestone 
and was discovered only by chance, 
some boys wading in the creek catch­ 
ing sight of a p ortion of one leg. 
Ex­ 
amining this, it was found to have 
turned entirely into stone, which led 
to the whole being dug o ut and carried 
to shore. The horse, a large, white 
one, seems to be the work of a cunning 
sculp tor, so comp letely has the p etri­ 
fication been, even the hairs of the 
m ane and tail being converted into 
stone. 
In the neck and p iercing one of the 
largest veins is an arrow , in all p rob­ 
ability the cause of its death, and 
which p robably struck it as it stood 
on the banks of the creek, into which 
it rolled in its death agony. 
Its sides 
still show the m arks of a saddle, and 
its flanks are cut as by sp urs used 
with desp eration, but no brand or 
other m ark gives a clew to its rider. 
In removing it from the stream one 
hoof was unfortunately broken off, 
but with tins excep tion it is p erfect. 
It is now on exhibition in Stringtown, 
but is shortly to be p resented to the 
Sm ithsonian 
Institution, 
though 
several agents for dim e museums have 
endeavored to secure it fortheir enter­ 
p rises—Philadelp hia Times.

On the second day after our arriv al 
in K rasnoyarsk we narrow ly escap ed

Sham arin and Peterson were staying. 
This acquaintance, it seemed, was un­ 
der susp icion, and late in the evening, 
during the absence of the tw o young 
men from their quarters, the p olice 
suddenly ap p eared with orders to 
m ake a house search.

Rothschild a nd the Cza r. 
Afioiit 
forty years ago the 
first 
Russian p olitical refugee, Alexander 
Herzen, settled in London and founded 
the first Russian free p ress and p ap er, 
called the Bell. He w’as a wealthy 
m an, and before starting for his volun­ 
tary exile he conv erted all his landed 
p rop erty into bonds of the State. 
On coming to England he w’anted to 
realize on these bonds; but it some­ 
how hap p ened th a t the Government 
knew the num bers of Herzen’s bonds, 
and the Czar, Nicolas I., thhoght he 
w ould ruin his enemy by ordering the 
Bank of the S tate to refuse his bonds 
as worthless. The bank obeyed, as a 
m atter of course, although it was 
contrary to law’. Blit Herzen found 
a strong m an to take care of his inter­ 
est, 
Mr. Rothschild the elder, who 
sent to the Czar’s Governm ent a note 
intim ating th a t since the bonds in 
question were in all resp ects as other 
Russian bonds, he would consider 
their rejection as an evidence of in­ 
solvency and would declare the Czar 
of all the Russias a bankrup t up on 
ail the stock exchanges of Europ e. 
The Czar Nicolas p ut his p ride into 
his p ocket and orderd the bank to 
accep t Herzen’s bonds. This 
story, 
says *\Step » iak,” is p erfectly authentic 
and Herzen relates1 in his Bell 
very 
wittliy and in all details how “ King 
Rothschild sent his orders to Em p eror 
Nicolas and the Em p eror obeyed.”

A PETRIFIED HORSE. 


rh# Unique Curiosity 
Recently 
Found In Indian Territory. 
There was recently taken from a 
imall creek near Stringtown, I. T., a 
$enuine curiosity in the shape of a 
petrified horse, which had, beyond 
Joubt, been lying in the bed of the 
stream for many years. 
The creek, 
which is known as Masonic ford, has 
been dwindling away for some time, 
owing to the failure of the springs by 
whicy it is fed and is now but a shal­ 
low rivulet, and a number of Indian 
relics, human bones, etc., have been 
taken from its bed. 
Tile horse was nearly covered by a 
deposit of sand and loose limestone 
and was discovered only by chance, 
some boys wading in the creek catch­ 
ing sight of a portion of one leg. Ex­ 
amining this, it was found to have 
turned entirely into stone, which led 
to the whole being dug out and carried 
to shore. The horse, a large, white 
one, seems to be the work of a cunning 
sculptor, so completely has the petri­ 
fication been, even the hairs of the 
mane and tail being converted into 
stone. 
In the neck and piercing one of the 
largest veins is an arrow, in all prob­ 
ability the cause of its death, and 
which probably struck it as it stood 
on the banks of the creek, into which 
it rolled in its death agony. Its sides 
still show the marks of a saddle, and 
its flanks are cut as by spurs used 
with desperation, but no brand or 
other mark gives a clew to its rider. 
In removing it from the stream one 
hoof was unfortunately broken off, 
but with tins exception it is perfect. 
It is now on exhibition in Stringtown, 
but is shortly to be presented to the 
Smithsonian 
Institution, 
though 
several agents for dime museums have 
endeavored to secure it for their enter­ 
prises—Philadelphia Times.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


How the Russians Were Outwitted 
On the second day after our arrival 
in Krasnoyarsk we narrowly escaped 
getting into what might have been 
serious trouble 
as the result 
of 
an unexpected perquisition in the 
house of the acquaintance with whom 
Shamarin and Peterson were staying. 
This acquaintance, it seemed, was un­ 
der suspicion, and late in the evening, 
during the absence of the two young 
men from their quarters, the police 
suddenly appeared with orders to 
make a house search. The search was 
duly made, but nothing of a suspi­ 
cious nature was found except the two 
locked trunks of Shamarin and Peter­ 
son. In reply to a question as to 
what was in them the proprietor of 
the house said that he did not know, 
that they were the property of two of 
his acquaintances who had stopped 
for a few days with him on theii'Vay 
from Irkutsk to St. Petersburg. Up­ 
on being asked where these acquain­ 
tances were, he replied he did not 
know, that they usually went out aft­ 
er dinner and returned between eleven 
and twelve o’clock. After a brief con­ 
sultation the police officers decided 
as they had no orders to search tho 
personal baggage of the house-owner’s 
guests they would not force the locks 
of 
the trunks, but would merely 
cord and seal them so th at tits 
contents could not be tampered with 
and leave them until morning. 
When Shamarin and Peterson re­ 
turned to their quarters about mid­ 
night they found their trunks corded 
and sealed so that they could not be 
opened. In one of them were many 
letters from political exiles and con­ 
victs in Eastern Siberia to friends and 
relatives in European Russia—letters 
describing my investigations and the 
nat tire of the material that I was col­ 
lecting and asking the friends and rela­ 
tives in European Russia to co-oper­ 
ate with me—and a photograph of 
myself that I had given to Shamarin 
with a dedication or inscription on 
the back that would reveal to any in­ 
telligent police officer the intimate na­ 
ture of my relations with political con­ 
victs. What was to be done? To break 
a police seal under such circumstances 
would be a penal offense, and would 
probably lead to imprisonment and 
an investigation. To Ieavethe letters 
and photograph in the trunk would 
he to insure their discovery and con­ 
fiscation on the following morning, 
and that might create a very em bai­ 
n ie i rig situation for me, as well as for 
the authors of the letters and their 
friends. The two young men finally 
concluded to make an attempt to get 
the trunk open without removing the 
cords or breaking the seals, and as 
the letters-and photograph were near 
the bottom, and as the lid could not 
he raised even if the trunk were un­ 
locked, they decided to take out a part 
of the bottom and afterward replace 
it. By workingall the rest of the night 
they succeeded in getting out one of 
the bottom boards, obtained the dan­ 
gerous letters and the photograph, 
put the board back without disturb­ 
ing any of the seals, and when the po- 
licecame in the morningstood by w ith 
unruffled serenity and saw the trunks 
searched. Of course nothing more 
dangerous than a hair-brush, and 
nothing more incriminating than a 
hotel bill, could be found.—Century.

The “all overs” is a striking name 
for nervousness, and somehow a “fiti- 
fied sheep” seems more to be pitied 
than a sheep liable to fits. 


T h e L a b o r o f E a r t h w o r m s 
Darwin used to say th at the most 
powerful worker we know is the earth­ 
worm. Without the earthworm we 
could not live. Earthworms make the 
soil fertile. Without them we should 
have no vegetation, no food. Accord­ 
ing to Darwins’s calculations, each 
particle of earth to a depth of twofeet 
is brought up to the surface at least 
once every hundred years. But this 
estimates is to low. It has been re­ 
cently calculated that this renova­ 
tion of the soil takes place every 
twenty-seven years. There are from 
IOO to 200 worms in each square 
yard of earth ten inches in depth. 
Variations in climate seem to make 
no difference in the number of worms 
to a given area. It is calculated th at 
they bring ^.5,000 tons of earth to 
the surface iii an area of one square 
mile.

About forty years ago the first 
Russian political refugee, Alexander 
Herzen, sett led in London and founded 
the first Russian free press and palier, 
called the Bell. He was a wealthy 
man, and before starting for his volun­ 
tary exile he converted all his landed 
property into bonds of the State. 
On coming to England he wanted to 
realiz-e on these bonds; but it some­ 
how happened that the Government 
knew the numbers of Herzen’s bonds, 
and the Czar, Nicolas I., thhoght he 
w ould ruin his enemy by ordering the 
Bank of the State to refuse his bonds 
as worthless. The bank obeyed, as a 
matter of course, although it was 
contrary to law. But Herzen found 
a strong man to take care of his inter­ 
est, 
Mr. Rothschild the elder, who 
s«*nt to the Czar’s Government a note 
intimating th at since the bonds in 
question were in all respects as other 
Russian bonds, he would consider 
their rejection as an evidence of in­ 
solvency and would declare the Czar 
of all the Russias a bankrupt upon 
all the stock exchanges of Europe. 
The Czar Nicolas put his pride into 
his pocket and orderd the bank to 
accept Herzen’s bonds. This story, 
says “Stepniak,” is perfectly authentic 
and Herzen relates* in his Bell very 
wittily and in all details how “King 
Rothschild sent his orders to Emperor 
Nicolas and the Emperor obeyed.”

Artificial Rain Storms. 
“We can flood this country at an 
hour’s notice,” is what the United 
States government rain-makers claim. 
They claim it exultingly. 
If they 
can, there need never be any more 
drought or failure of orops anywhere. 
Well, it is no longer safe to say that 
anything is impossible. 
It was near 
Midland, Texas, in a district where 
rain is unusual at this time of year, 
that the experimenters got in their 
work. 
It was accomplished by a 
large balloon filled with explosives, a 
large number of kites having their 
tails loaded with dynamite aud many 
charges of powder were scattered in 
various directions over the ground 
upon an area of two miles. 
First the 
huge balloon was set off by electrioity. 
Ten minutes later the dynamite tails 
of the kite were set off by the same 
means. 
Last of all the powder was 
touched off. 
In ten minutes the 
barometer fell rapidly and a rainstorm 
of six hours followed. 
The explosions 
were heard forty miles away and 
made a noise like artillery. 
The rain 
covered an estimated area of 1,000 
square miles, and the cost of it is put 
at one and one-half cents per acre— 
dirt cheap. 
Still until further experi­ 
ments prove beyond a doubt that the 
explosion brought the rain, there will 
linger in most minds the question, 
“Would it not have rained anyway?” 
If the explosions did really create the 
refreshing showers, however, then 
they mark the beginning of an era, in 
civilzation, and constitute an acbeive- 
ment no less great than the invention 
of the steam engine.—Buffalo Journal.

The King discovered tiie plan 
just after the party had left and sent 
soldiers after them. 
Young Freder­ 
ick and one of his companions were 
captured.

the other escaped, 
owing to the fleetaess of his horse. 
The prisoners were brought back to 
Potsdam, 
handcuffed 
like common 
c r im in a l, and thrown into separate 
dungeons. 
A sister of Frederick, who 
ventured to remonstrate was thrown 
from a window. 
The King resolved 
that his son should be executed. “He 
will 
always 
be 
a 
disobedi­ 
ent 
subject, 
he 
argued, 
‘and I have three other boys who are 
more than his equals.” 
The young 
man’s life was saved through the 
Intercession of Charles VI., Emperor 
of Austria, but the lieutenant who 
had been captured was executed be­ 
fore the window of the room in which 
the Prince was confined. 
Finding 
that he could not send his son to the 
gallows, the brutal old King had him 
sent to the fortress of Austria, 
where 
he was to be imprisoned for life. 
He 
was treated with extreme rigor, being 
allowed to see no one, and having no 
books or writing materials with which 
to while away the tedium of his con 
finement 
After the lause of a year 
his father resented sufficiently to allow 
the young man to return to Berlin. He 
gradually grew to think better of him. 
but he could ne\er forgive his disin­ 
clination for the science of war or his 
love of music and literature.

Good oats uro clean, 
hard, dry, 
aweet, heavy, plump, full of flour, and 
rattle like shot. 
They have a clean 
and almost metallic luster. 
Each oat 
in a well-grown sample is nearly all 
the same size. 
There are but few 
small or imperfect grains. 
The hard 
pressure of the nail on an oat should 
ieave little or no mark. 
The kernel 
when pressed between the teeth should 
clip rather than tear. The skin should 
be thin. 
The size of the kernel 
will 
be less in proportion this the skin is 
thick, 
The color of the oat is nqt 
very material, 
but white oats are 
generally thinner in the sKin than 
black. 
Again, black oats will grow 
on inferior soils. 
Short, plump oats 
are preferable to large, 
long grains. 
Bearded oats must have an excesas of 
husk. 
Oats are not necessarily bad 
because they are thick-skinned 
or 
bearded, but they must contain a less 
amount of flour per bushel than thin- 
skinned oats without beards.

reader, but to an old Apache hunter il 
brings up visions of dev ilish work that 
are seared into one’s brain. 
I remem­ 
ber a fearful case, of which I was an 
eye-witness, in the spring of 1865, saya 
a writer to the Globe-Demoorat 
It 
happened that I was in command of n 
company of California volunteers, sta­ 
tioned near the old Mexican line. 
One day, with several men, I rode 
toward the ranch of Pedro Sevadra. 
five m iles from our camp. 
On the 
w’ay we heard shots, and soon a M exi­ 
can came tearing along on a horse. 
He said old Chief Cachise had attacked 
Sevadra’s ranch with a large fore* 
We spurred on, but arrived too late. 
The ranch house was in flames, while 
all about was the worst sight imagina­ 
tion could conceive. 
Pegged out on 
the ground were the dead bodies of 
four Mexican women stripped naked. 
The Apaches had disemboweled them 
while they were still living, and h a d 
thrust lances through their heart* 
when they heard 
us approaching. 
Near by were the bodies of two little 
children 
whose 
heads 
had 
been’ 
smashed to a jelly against the log by 
the side of which their bodies wrere 
lying. 
The only living person about the 
ranch was Sevadra, who had been tor­ 
tured in the worst way by the savages. 
He had always been good to them, and 
they knew he was a brave man, but 
the devils shot an arrow through his 
kidneys in order that he might die a 
lingering death. 
He lived in terrible 
agony for two days. 
His wife was 
the only one about the ranch who 
escaped. 
She concealed herself, and 
was missed by the Indians when they 
ransacked the place. 
These Apaches 
were never punished for this or any 
other of their outrages in Arizona for 
twenty years.

There was recently taken from a 
imall creek near Stringtown, I. T., a 
;enuine curiosity in the shape of a 
petrified horse, which had, beyond 
louht, been lying in the bed of the 
stream for many years. 
The creek, 
which is known as Masonic ford, haa 
been dwindling away for some time, 
owing to the failure of the springs by 
whicy it is fed and is now hut a shal­ 
low rivulet, and a number of Indian 
relics, human hones, etc., have been 
taken from its bed. 
The horse was nearly covered by a 
deposit of sand and loose limestone 
and was discovered only by chance, 
some hoys wading in the creek catch­ 
ing sight of a portion of one leg. 
Ex­ 
amining this, it was found to have 
turned entirely into stone, which led 
to t he whole being dug out and carried 
to shore. The horse, a large, white 
one, seems to he the work of a cunning 
sculptor, so completely has the petri­ 
fication been, even the hairs of the 
mane and tail being converted into 
stone. 
In the neck and piercing one of the 
largest veins is an arrow, in all prob­ 
ability the cause of its death, and 
which probably struck it as it stood 
on the hanks of the creek, into which 
it rolled in its death agony. 
Its sides 
still show the marks of a saddle, and 
its flanks are cut as by spurs used 
with desperation, hut no brand or 
other mark gives a clew to its rider. 
In removing it from the stream one 
hoof was unfortunately broken off, 
hut with this exception it is perfect. 
It is now on exhibition in Stringtown, 
hut is shortly to be presented to the 
Smithsonian 
Institution, 
though 
several agents for dime museums have 
endeavored to secure it for their enter­ 
prises—Philadelphia Times.

On the second d a y after our arrival 
in K rasnoyarsk we narrowly escaped 
getting into what might have been 
serious trouble 
as the result 
of 
an unexpected perquisition 
in the 
house of the acquaintance with whom 
Shamarin and Peterson were staying. 
This acquaintance, it seemed, was un­ 
der suspicion, and late in the evening, 
during the absence of the two young 
men from their quarters, the police 
suddenly appeared with orders to 
make a house search. The search was 
duly made, hut nothing of a suspi­ 
cious nature was found except the two 
locked trunks of Shamarin and Peter­ 
son. In reply to a question as to 
what was in thern the proprietor of 
the house said that he did not know, 
th at they were the property of two of 
his acquaintances who had stopped 
for a few days with him on theii'Vay 
from Irkutsk to St. Petersburg. 
Up­ 
on being asked where these acquaint- 
tances were, he replied he did not 
know, th at they usually went out aft­ 
er dinner and returned between eleven 
and twelve o ’clock.

In one of them were many 
letters from political exiles and con­ 
victs in Eastern Siberia to friends and 
relatives in European Russia—letters 
describing my investigations and the 
nature of the material that. I was col­ 
lecting and asking the friends and rela­ 
tives in European Russia to co-oper­ 
ate with me—an<l a photograph of 
myself that I had given to Shamarin 
with a dedication or inscription on 
the back that would reveal to any in­ 
telligent police officer the intim ate na­ 
ture of my relations with political con­ 
victs. What w as to he done? To break 
a police seal under such circumstances 
would he a penal offense, and would 
probably lead to imprisonment and 
an investigation. To leave the letters 
and photograph in the trunk would 
he to insure their discovery and con­ 
fiscation on the following morning, 
and that might create a very erahai- 
rasing situation for me, as well as for 
the authors of the letters and their 
friends. The two young men finally 
concluded to make an attem pt to get 
the trunk open without removing the 
cords or breaking the seals, and as 
the letters-and photograph were near 
the bottom , and as the lid could not 
he raised even if the trunk were un­ 
locked, they decided to take out apart 
of the bottom and afterward replace 
it. 
By working all the rest of the night 
they succeeded in getting out one of 
the bottom hoards, obtained the dan­ 
gerous letters and the photograph, 
put the hoard hack without disturb­ 
ing any of the seals, and when the po- 
1 ice came in the m orningstood by with 
unruffled serenity and saw the trunks 
searched. Of course nothing more 
dangerous than a hair-brush, 
and 
nothing more incriminating than a 
hotel hill, could be found.—Century. 


G R E A S IN G T H E G R O W L E R . 


R o th s c h ild a n d t h e C zar. 
About 
forty years ago the 
first 
Russian political refugee, Alexander 
Herzen, settled in London and founded 
the first Russian free press and paper, 
called the Bell. He was a wealthy 
man, and before starting for his volun­ 
tary exile he converted all his landed 
property into bonds of the State. 
On coming to England he w’anted to 
realize 011 these bonds; but it som e­ 
how happened that the Government 
knew the numbers of Herzen’s bonds, 
ami the Czar, Nicolas I., thhoght he 
wouldruin his enemy by ordering the 
Bank of the State to refuse his bonds 
as worthless. The hank obeyed, as a 
m atter of course, although it 
was 
contrary to law. But Herzen found 
a strong man to take care of his inter­ 
est, 
Mr. Rothschild the elder, who 
sent to the Czar’s Government a note 
intimating that since the bonds in 
quest ion were in all respects as oilier 
Russian bonds, he would consider 
their rejection as an evidence of in­ 
solvency and would declare the Czar 
of all the Russian a bankrupt upon 
all the stock exchanges of Europe. 
The Czar Nicolas put his pride into 
his pocket and orderd the bank to 
accept Herzen’s bonds. This 
story, 
says “Stepniak,” is perfectly authentic 
and Herzen relates1 in his Bell 
very 
wittliy and in all details how “ King 
Rothschild sent his orders to Emperor 
Nicolas and the Emperor obeyed.”

The object of this proposi­ 
tion is clear and unless it is modified 
the drainage plan must be abandoned 
at 
least for tbe present.—Boston 
Transcript.

It was noticed that the beer imme­ 
diately came to life when it was 
poured out of the big pitcher, and the 
colored rascals laughed immoderately 
as the creamy foam ran down the 
sides of the vessels they were carrying.

The Volcano th at Threaten* th e Extinc­ 
tion o f th e Nicaraguan City. 
The recent earthquakeo in Grenada. 
Nicaragua, that have 
caused four- 
fifths of the inhabitants to desert the 
city are thought to presage a revival 
of the volcano of Mombacho. 
The 
mountain is about 3,000 feet high and 
Granada is located at its base, a part 
of the town being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from the crater.

the past when the greater quantity ol 
the lava coursed down the volcano’s 
slope to the center of Lake Nicaragua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rises.
